HAS FOUND IT. 


The Ealerpri.se claims to possess the 


Secret of u "Jeacl snre tiling" npon work- 
ing oonatitntinDRl nmt-n 'merits through a 
couple of Legislatures »nd iu primp condi- 
tion to be submitted to tbe people and 
afterwards for adjudication m the Court". 
The editor should secure a patent upon 
his discovery with tbe least possible del*y, 
for the secret has been vainly sought for 
nearly a quarter of a ccntary by legislators 
nod other political eeoDomrsts iu tbe Kittle- 
born State, and unlesH judioiously bandied 
the discoverer is liable not to rtap tbc 
reward doe to his astounding aeon men and 
inventive gnnmq. 


But we fear that onr Comstock brother 


is a trifle too previous in bis assertion t at 
"We have found the legnl path and can go 
over it again." Tbe difficulty has never 
been to discover the "path," which is thr 
one travelled alike by the hundreds of 
amendment pilgrims that have fallen by 
the wayside, and tbe four or five that have 
straggle-! through to the goal of constitu- 
tional completion. 
It is not the "path" 


bnt its obstacles whereiu the trouble lies 
It is tbe same old "path" and the same 
old obstacles, neither of which can be 
changed or removed, nnd years of experi- 
ence and ropeatol failures have demon- 
strated that it is neither safe, wise nor 
expedient to travel that rough and rocky 
rood, wtien a snfcr, clearer, shorter, and in 
every respect more certa n thoroughfare is 
open before us. The amendment path is 
denaed plainly onongh iu the iDS'rument 
to which it wss designed to lead, KO we 
fear that our friend of the Enterprise can 
claim but little credit for that portion ot 
bis alleged di-icovery. It is a route of a 
hundred disasters, and but a suig'e partial 
success, nud it would have been better for 
the State and its people if it had never 
been outlined or designated at all. 


Of course the JotrntUL knowa how to 


submit amendment", and so does anybody 
of ordinary intelligence and with a smat- 
tering knowledge of legislative matters and 
rules, hut to promise them safe passage 
thiough tho ruiiZ"S and over the shoals of 
legislative complication nnd clerical negh- 
getOB aud stupidity, u more than we 
could insure, or anybody else with the 
•ioglH exception, of course, of the editor of 
tbe Virginia Enterprise. 


The necessity for re-enacting all of the 


lawq upon our statute books and of the 
Supreme Court having to pass upon every 
Act are in keeping with and equally as 
mythical as the 
Communistic bugbear, 


which our Comstook ooutemoorary alinits 
is too attenuated to fool anybody, with half 
the br.un power of a short-neck-d clxm.

WHAT YEAR.IS THIST 


Scientists Trying to Determine In 


Tear Christ "Was Born. 


"A German professor Bays our calcu- 


lation of the Christian era is erroneous." 
I find, the above item going"the rounds, 
•with an added line which meeldy in- 
forms the reader that we are off four or 
five years in ottr mode of reckoning time. 
For centuries there has been doubt as to 
tho correctness of the accepted calcula- 
tion of fhe Christian era. Learned his- 
torians cannot agree whether Christ was 
torn in the year 747, 749 or 754, counting 
from the foundation of Borne. 


Prof. Sattler, of Munich, has published 


an essay in which he tried to reconcile 
the testimony of the evangelists with 
other historical data on this point. He 
has examined four copper coins which 
were struck in the reign of Herod Anti- 
pas, one of the sons of Herod the Great, 
from which he deduces the conclusion 
that Christ was not born in 754, but in 
749, after the foundation of Borne, and 
therefore that 1800 is 1895. This opin- 
ion the professor substantiates by what 
he takes to be corroborative testimony 
of the evangelists. 


According to Matthew, Jesus was born 


toward the end of the reign of Herod the 
Great, and that when Herod died Jesus 
was yet a little child. Luke says that 
James was bom in the year in which the 
governor of Syria made the first census 
in Judea, In another place he says that 
John began to baptize in the fifteenth 
year of the reign of Tiberius Caesar, and 
in that year baptized Jesus, who was 
then 80 years of age. St. Luke says that 
in Judea the first census was made dur- 
ing the reign of Herod; this census must 
have been ordered in the year 740 of 
Borne. 


Probably it was begun in Judea in 747 


Professor Sattler thinks it was not made 
in Jerusalem earlier than 749. He finds 
that the four coins enabled him to made 
clear the testimony of the evangelist as 
fco the fifteenth year of the Emperor Ti- 
berius. Though Augustus died Aug 
19, 767, the reign of Tiberius must be 
counted from a year and a half earlier, 
from Feb., 766, when he was appointed 
co-regent; therefore the fifteenth year of 
Tiberius falls in 780, when John bap- 
tized Jesus, who was then about 80 
years of age. 


One of the evangelists says that Jesus 


began to preach forty-six years after the 
building of the temple by Herod at 
Jerusalem. Now it is known that the 
temple was begun eighteen years after 
Herod was appointed regent by the Bo- 
man senate, or in the year 784 from the 
foundation of Borne. Adding forty-six 
to that year it gives 780 as the year in 
which Christ began to preach. If all 
these calculations of Professor Sattler 
are correct then the Christian era began 
five years earlier than is usually sup- 
posed.—St. Louis Republic. 


AUBREY'S FAMOUS RIDE. 


THE SILVER ADVANCE. 


It ia more than thirteen years ainoe silver 


commanded so high a price as it does nt 
the present time. 
About tbe time we 


have meniioued there were a number of 
important wlver discoveries made and de- 
veloped, und the ensuing boom wus in a 
great measure due to the confidence thnt 
the metal was more likely to advunoe than 
to decline in value. It did decline, how- 
ever, aud k«pt on declining until it had 
fallen 13% pence in London and corre- 
spondingly m Now York. The result was 
the closing of mauy mines which ran low 
in a Ivor 
By the law inoreisiog the pur- 


chase aud utiliz-mou ofl the white metal it 
has advanced to 33 per cent more than it 
was priced iu 1888, and the ores of htln- 
dredt of m nea then considered valueless 
for working can now be mined and milled 
at a reasonable profit. T*o years ago in 
Nevada, ores that carried leas than 20 
ounces of silver to the ton were thrown 
over the dump, even on the Comstook 
where tbe milling facilities are mo-t favor- 
able, while in- many outside districts fi tj 
and sixty dollar ore could not be mined, 
transported and reduced except at a loss to 
the owners of the mines. Sueh ores can 
now be sent to tut> mill or sin-iier with the 
assurance of a sxuplus over the aggreg .tec 
expenses. Enpiund doubtless thinks 54 
pence a high puce for silver, but in 1864 
whan »he new E ist Indian government was 
being put in op^rntion, tbo silver ounce 
comuoaudrd in London 62% pence. Onr 
own coinage id based upon ten cents above 
the pieaei t price. Everybody, h wever, 
now rea'izes that, instead of dumping its 
silver into tho United States, Europe wants 
the metil, and it ia-going to be a scramble 
to seo whuh side of the water gets it. Our 
law is tnun tatory aud until silver reaches its 
parity with gold the Treasury must pur- 
chase the amount 6xed by tb« statnte, and 
at the same, time England must boy silver 
to mett us India obligations, aud France 
must also have it for nse in Tonquin and 
ether of its provinces. 
With these thi'tee 


source* to sujply there i< but tittle danger 
of silver not continuing to advance until it 
reaches the limit set. 
When it reaches 


that point, the silver question will be 
settled for nil time, and there will be no 
fnrtb.fr disturbance, either in its own com- 
modious valuation, or the valuation of other 
products heretofore*fcffeoted by the discrep- 
ancy between the market and co'n>ige 
valuations of one < f our currency Dictate. 


The Ocean's "tfndor Tow." 


Doubtless we have all heard a great 


deal about this "under tow," as though 
it were some mysterious force working 
from the recesses of a treacherous ocean 
to draw unwary bathers to their doom 
Aa a matter of fact its presence is obvi- 
ously natural, and the explanation of it 
more than simple. As each wave rolls 
in and breaks upon the beach the vol- 
ume of water which it carries does not 
remain there and sink into the sand; it 
flows back again, and as the succeeding 
waves break over it the receding one 
forms an under current fiowirg outward 
of strength proportionate to the body of 
water contained in each breaker, and, 
again, proportionate in a great measure 
to the depth of the ditch. 


Where this latter is an appreciable de- 


pression it can be readily seen that the 
water of receding waves will flow into 
it with similar effect to that of water 
going over a fall, and that a person 
standing near ia very likely to be drawn 
over with it, and thus, if the ditch is 
deep enough, carried out of his depth. 
This is all there is to the much talked of 
"under tow" and the numerous accidents 
laid to its account.—Duffield Osborne in 
Scribner's. 


A Feat That Has Vtnr Parallels in Phys- 
ical Endurance and Bravery. 


"The greatest physical achievement 


ever accomplished in this country," said 
John F. Graham, "was the ride of P. X. 
Aubrey from the plaza of Santa Fe, N. 
M., to the public square at Independence, 
Mo., a distance of nearly eight hundred 
miles, through a country inhabited by 
warlike Indians, a large part of which 
"was then a sandy desert." 


Being urged to give an account of the 


great ride Graham proceeded: 


"It was about the year 1851 that Au- 


brey gave his wonderful test of human 
endurance, before which all other at- 
tempts of the kind pale into insignifi- 
cance. He was a short, heavy set man 
88 years of age, in the prime of man- 
hood and strength. His business for ten 
years as a Santa Fe trader had made 
him perfectly familiar with the trail 
and all the stopping places. He was a 
perfect horseman, and although there 
were great riders in those days, none of 
them cared to dispute the palm with 
Aubrey. On a wager of $1,000 he un- 
dertook to ride alone from Santa Fe to 
Independence inside of sis days. It waa 
thirty-nine years ago that he undertook 
the terrible feat. It waa to be the su- 
preme effort of his life, and he sent a 
half dozen of the swiftest horses ahead 
to be stationed at different points for 
use in the ride. 
' 'He left Santa Fe in a sweeping gallop 


and that was the pace he kept up during 
nearly every hour of the time until he 
fe ^.ainting from his foam covered horse 
in the Piuare at Independence. No man 
could keep with the rider and he would 
have killed every horse in the west rather 
than to have failed in the undertaking. 
It took hini| just five days and nineteen 
hours to perform the feat and it cost the 
lives of several of his best horses. After 
being carried into a room at the old 
hotel at Independence Aubrey lay for 
forty-eight hours in a deaf1 "Aupor before 
he came to his senses.

Weightman, the gre a rider was stabbed 
to the heart and dropped dead in Santa 
Fe. He was buried in an unknown 
grave and all that is remembered of Au- 
brey is his remarkable ride. Weightman 
was tried npon the charge of murder, 
but was acquitted, and joining the Con- 
federate army was shot at Wilson's 
Creek while leading his brigade into 
battle."—Denver News.

How to Keep Oyster*. 


There is an ingenious device for keep- 


ing oysters good in the shell for several 
weeks after they have been taken from 
the i»*ater. Hitherto this has been done 
unsatisfactorily by boring holes through 
the edges of the shells and locking in the 
oysters with bits of twisted wire. By 
the new scheme the edges of the shells 
are dipped into plaster of paris mixed 
with certain chemicals that make jit 
harden quickly. In a few minutes the 
oyster is hermetically sealed, and so 
strong is the cement that not even the 
most muscular mollusk can manage to 
get a breath of fresh air after having 
been subjected to this process.—Ex- 
change.
